AIRSHIP HINDENBURG 
AUAIN LANDS IN U. S. 


Breaks Its Record for West- 
ward Crossing of North At- 
lantic by 32 Minutes. 


LAKEHURST, N. J., June 22.— 


Hindenburg landed 


a. m. today, bettering its previous 


record for a westward crossing of 


the North Atlantic by 32 minutes. 

It was 61 hours and 25 minutes 
out of its home port, Frankfort- 
on-Main, Germany, when the 
grounding ropes were heaved out. 

With Dr. Hugo Eckener in com- 
mand, the airship came out of the 
north just as the sun was rising 
and it passed over the hangar 
at 3:40 a. m. but did not come down 
because preparations had been 
made for a 5 a. m. grounding. It 
was then 59 hours and 50 minutes 
out of its home port on its third 
east-to-west crossing of the North 
Atlantic. 

The ship went down the coast 
and returned to the field from the 
east, settling gracefully in ideal 
weather conditions. 

Custom and Agriculture Depart- 


‘ment agents boarded the Hinden- 


burg and then the 41 passengers 
left the ship. 

Dr. Eckener said that the Hin- 
denburg passed over the British 
liner, Queen Mary, 60 miles off 
Sandy Hook at 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Dr. Eckener said he doubted 
if the Hindenburg would ever make 
much better time than it did on 
the flight just ended.

Wanted to Await Bond & 


Share Case Ruling — 
‘Rights No Greater Than 


Citizens,’ Court Says. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 22.— The 
Government lost in the District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals today in 
its efforts to delay trial of injunc- 
tion suits instituted by seven utility 
companies. against the Wheeler- 
Rayburn Holding Company law. — 
The court reversed a stay order 
entered in the case several months 
ago by Justice Jennings Bailey of 
the District Supreme Court. 
Justice Bailey granted the stay 


after Attorney-General Cummings 
had argued that litigation filed by 
the Government in New York 
against the Electric Bond & Share 
Co. would thoroughly test constitu- 
tionality of the Holding Company 
law. 

Cummings’ plea that a “multiplic-. 
ity” of suits by utility interests 
threatened to break down the ma- 
chinery of the Department of Jus- 
tice failed to win over the Appel- 
late Court. 

Speaking for it, Associate Justice 
Josiah -A. Van Orsdel said issues 
raised in the cases here were not 
all identical with those in the Bond 
and Share case. 

Rights of U. S. as Litigant. 

“The Government of the United 
States as a litigant has no greater 
rights than the humblest citizen,” 
said his opinion. “While we recog- 
nize the difficulty which confronts 
the Department of Justice in con- 
ducting the vast amount of litiga- 
tion in which the various agencies 
of the Government have become in- 
volved as well as the duty of the 
courts to be indulgent where possi- 
ble in the public interest, yet the 
rights of the citizen are not to be 
overlooked. 

“He is entitled to be heard in the 
courts in defense of his rights, if 
he honestly believes that they have 
been. invaded to his damage, even 
by an agency of the Government.” 

That the rights of the plaintiffs 
were suffering because of the stay 
was apparent, the court said, “since 
the very existence of the _ act, 
whether they register under it or 


| not, must of necessity affect mate- 
'rially the conduct of their business 


during the pendency of these suits.’

In a joint statement issued yes- 
terday as delegates were arriving at 
Philadelphia for the party conven- 
tion, they demanded the substitu- 
tion of some “genuine Democrat” 
for the President. Those associated 
with Smith in the bolt from Roose- 
velt are: former Gov. Joseph B. Ely 
of Massachusetts, former Senator 
James A. Reed of Missouri, former 
Secretary of State Bainbridge Colby 
and former Justice Daniel F. Co- 
halan of the New York Supreme 
Court. 

“America of the Past.” 

If the anti-Roosevelt drive failed, 
they said, “then patriotic voters of 
all parties will know unhesitatingly 
to what standard they must rally 
in order to preserve the America of 
the great leaders of the past.” 

The statement suggested that the 
delegates be “American rather than 
anything else; ... take the heavy 
hand of government off business; 

.. put an end to the campaign, 
now under full swing, to buy the 
presidency by the misuse of funds, 
generously given by the people of 
the United States to alleviate want 
and distress,” and “ ... preserve 
the Constitution, and under it the 
three separate, distinct and inde- 
pendent branches of Government.”

Applications for attorney’s fees 
and other fees aggregating ‘$261,131 
in the reorganization proceedings of 
the St. Louis Gas & Coke Corpora- 
tion, of Granite City; have been filed 
with United State District Judge 
J. Earl Major at Springfield, Il. 
Approximately $58,000 in fees has 
already been paid. ~ 

Judge Major referred the appli- 
cations to Special Master Edward 
P. Allen and set July 5 as the last 
day for filing objections. Hearings 
on the applications are to begin 
July 15 at Springfield. 

The Gas & Coke Corporation, 


which formerly was a subsidiary of 
Utilities Power & Light Corpora- 
tion of Chicago, the Harley L. 
Clarke holding company, went into 
receivership May 31, 1933, and 
George B. Kvans, formerly presi- 
dent of the Laclede Gas Light Co., 
was appointed first receiver and 
later trustee under a reorganization 
petition. 

A reorganization plan was re- 
cently approved by Judge Major 
after extensive hearings. 

- The total compensation sought by 
Evans as trustee and receiver is 
$55,416, at the rate f $17,500 a 
year. To date he has been paid 
$22,063, which is included in the 
gross compensation applied for. 

The attorneys for the _ trustee, 
Joseph T. Davis of St. Louis, and 
Gillespie, Burke & Gillespie of 
Springfield, asked for a total fee 
of $79,166, at the rate of $25,000 a 
year. They have received $32,292 
on account. 


Special Master Allen also has ap- 
plied for $50,000 in fees, but will not 
pass on his own application. It 
will be considered by Judge Major. 
Allen asked for $25,000 in, his ca- 
pacity as special master and an 
equal amount in his capacity as de- 
positary for the first mortgage 
bonds involved in the proceedings. 
He has been paid only $3500 so far. 

Eric Passmore, Milwaukee lawyer 
who represented a first mortgage 
bondholders’ committee, asked for 
a fee of $25,000 and the committee 
asked for compensation of $15,000 
and $11,379 for expenses, a total of 
$51,379 for the committee and its 
counsel. 


Francis E. Mathews, attorney for 
the Utilities Power & Light Cor- 
poration, applied for a fee of $15,- 
000, and the corporation sought an 
allowance of $17,477 for expenses 
in obtaining deposits of bonds. 

Victor Packman, St. Louis attor- 
ney who represented independent 
bondholders, asked for a fee of $12,- 
000. Several other attorneys filed 
applications for smialler fee for va- 
rious. services.

William P. Brady, superintendent 
of the city morgue, died suddenly 
at 7:30 o'clock this morning at his 
home, 4493 Forest Park avenue. He 
was 72 years old. 

Brady, who became morgue super- 
intendent under the present city 
administration, was preparing to 
go to work when he-collapsed and 
died before a physician could be 
summoned.

DIES; SERVED 60 YEARS 


Finished Term at Patrick Henry 
School in May Despite Ill 
Health——79 Years Old. 


Miss Mary Nolan, who durifg 60 
years as a teacher in the St. uis 
public schools’ instructed many 
pupils who returned later as men 
and women to do her honor, died 
yesterday at St. Luke’s Hospital 
after an illness of several weeks. 
She was 79. 

Miss Nolan, who lived with her 
sister, Mrs. Kate Smith, at 3402 
Keokuk street, did not allow in- 
creasing ill health to prevent her 
from finishing the term last month 
at Patrick Henry School, 1220 
North Tenth street, and at the 
conclusion of the school year was 
tendered a celebration at the school 
by more than 100 former pupils, 
many of them widely known in 
business and professional life. She 
had taught eighth grade pupils 
there since 1907, teaching only in 
the morning during the last few 
years. 

During her long teaching career, 
which began in 1876, at the old 
Jefferson School at Eighth and 
Wash streets, she was a tireless in- 
culcator of the English language 
and of American ways into her 
pupils, residents of crowded down- 
town districts. She observed the 
influence of various waves of im- 
migration. 

Her fiftieth teaching anniversary 
was marked by a testimonial din- 
ner at the City Club, attended by 
300 former pupils.

Posthumous Flying Cross Awarded 
Maj. Hez McClellan.

WASHINGTON, June 22. — The 
Army conferred the Distinguished 
Flying Cross posthumously today 
on Maj. Hez McClellan, killed re- 
cently at Dayton, O., in the crash 
of a plane he was testing. 

The award was for extraordinary 
achievement as commanding offi- 
cer and pilot of the Army’s 1935 
cross-country flight from Washing- 
ton to Nome, Point Barrow and 
other Alaskan points. Recalling 
that McClellan, then a_ captain,

ment and personal courage, ren- 
dered possible the successful com- 
pletion of this flight.” McClellan 
resided in St. Louis when he en- 
tered the Army. ' 


Killed When Tire Blows Out. 
BOONVILLE, Mo., June 22.—Mrs. 
W. J. Mix, Chicago, was killed and 
her husband and daughter were in- 
jured in an automobile wreck east 
of Boonville Bridge on Highway 
40 yesterday.

12-TON PLANE FLIES NON-STOP 
CHICAGO-NEW YORK AND BACK 


Said to Be First Such Trip Made 
Between the Cities by a Com- 
mercial Ship. 
CHICAGO, June 22.—A flying 
sleeper, the new flagship of Amer- 
ican Airlines, Inc., demonstrated its 
range yesterday with a non-stop 
round trip flight between Chicago 
and New York, and set two prece- 

dents. 

The plane, carrying 10 passen- 
gers and a crew of three, took 
off at 8:15 a. m., circled New York 
City and returned to Chicago at 
4:24 p. m., an elapsed time of eight 
hours and nine minutes for the 
1450-mile flight. 

Airline officials said it was the 
first round trip non-stop flight be- 
tween the two cities made by a 
commercial ship, and that the 
plane, weighing 12 tons, was the 
heaviest load ever lifted off Chi- 
cago Municipal Airport. 

The plane, traveling at 12,000 
feet with a 40-mile tail wind, 
reached Newark, N. J., airport in 
three hours and 35 minutes. Only 
53 per cent of cruising power and 
250 gallons of gasoline were used 
eastbound.

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TWO MEN KILLED 
WHEN TRAIN RUNS 
INTO AUTOMOBILE 


Herbert Ridgeway and Mar- 
tin Coleman, Both of 
University City, Lose 
Lives at Jonesburg, Mo. 


Herbert Ridgeway and Martin 
Coleman, both of University City, 
were killed yesterday when their 
automobile was struck by a Wa- 
bash freight train at a crossing near 
Jonesburg, Mo. 

Ridgeway, 37 years old, a chauf- 
feur, the driver of the machine, 
lived at 7019 Julian avenue; Cole- 
man, 69, was his next door neigh- 
bor at 7021 Julian avenue. 

With their wives and children, 
the men left University City early 
yesterday and drove to the Jones- 
burg farm of Mrs. O. D. Ferguson, 
Mrs. Coleman’s mother, where the 
women and children remained while 
the men continued on to visit a 
neighboring farm. To reach it they 
traveled a seldom used field road 
which crossed the unprotected Wa- 
bash tracks about a mile west of 
Jonesburg. 

As they neared the crossing, Cole- 
man’s brother-in-law, L. D. Fergu- 
son of Jonesburg, saw the ap 
proaching tfain and attempted to 
wave them back but they ignored 
or failed to see his signal. The au- 
tomobile was carried about 50 yards 
by the east-bound train. Both men 
were dead of skull and other inju- 
ries when taken from the wreck- 
age, and the bodies were removed 
to a Jonhesburg undertaking estab- 
lishment pending an inquest. 

Jonesburg is on Highway 40, nine 
miles west of Warrenton and about 
68 miles from St. Louis.

DETROIT, June 22.—A man 
whose name was given as Whitney 
Fleming, 54 years old, suspected

“Those gentlemen,” he said, “have 
been so long effaced as Democrats 
that I think their suggestions will 
be ignored. The only effect in 
California will be to increase 
Roosevelt’s majority.” 

Some delegates at the convention 
saw personal pique and old hatreds 
in the statement’s failure to include 
the name of Woodrow Wilson in 
the list of Presidents who personify 
the ideals of the Democratic party.

COUNTY COURT HEARS 
PEA FOR. NDGENT 


Welfare Body Is Told Treas- 
ury Has Only $100,000 for 
All Purposes Rest of Year. 


Members of the County Court 
told a committee of the St. Louis 
County chapter of the Missouri As- 
sociation for Social Welfare today 
that the county had less than $100,- 
000 to spend for all purposes for 


the remainder of the calendar year, 
unless additional revenue could be 
obtained. 

The county may not spend in 
any year more than its anticipated 
revenue for that year, and _ the 
amount anticipated for 1936 was 
about $1,600,000, of which about 
$1,500,000 has been used up in out- 
standing warrants. 

The committee, headed by the 
Rev. Henry Little Jr., presented a 
report, which was published last 
week, urging the court, or admin- 
istrative body, to obtain more 
funds from delinquent taxes, court 
costs and liquor licenses, in order 
to provide care for indigent unem- 
ployables. 

It was decided to hold another 
meeting of the court and the com- 
mittee July 1, fo which the County 
Collector, Circuit Clerk and Prose- 
cuting Attorney will be invited, to 
discuss, respectively, the possibili- 
ties of raising funds from the de- 
linqguent taxes, court costs and 
liquor fees. 

There was a lengthy conversa- 
tion at today’s meeting over the 
liquor dealers’ licenses, about $27,- 
000 of which have been unpaid. The 
Court explained that it had mailed 
notices to the delinquents last 
week, threatening to report them 
to the State Supervisor of Liquor 
Control, for alleged violation of the 
State liquor law by failure to have 
county permits, unless they paid 
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their fees within five days. 

Since June 1 the county has re- 
ceived $1600 in liquor license money, 
largely as a result of publication 
of the extent of delinquency. 

It was requested by the commit- 
tee that the court earmark receipts 
from liquor licenses for the benefit 
of paupers, but County Counselor 
John E. Mooney pointed out that, 
under the law, the first use of in- 
coming revenue m be to take up 
the $1,500,000 in ding war- 
rants. 

The Rev. Mr. Little and other 
members of the committee suggest- 
ed that the fees to be collected 
from delinquents be applied as for 
the year starting Aug. 1, 1935, the 
date of promulgation of the fee 
schedule, giving further opportun- 
ity to collect next August. How- 
ever, Mooney declared the Court 
could make charges only from the 
actual date of issuance. 

The County Court accepted the 
suggestion of Dr. Theodore R. 
Meyer, newly appointed Health 
Commissioner, that his $1000 annual 
salary from the county be used to 
employ an assistant health commis 
sioner. 

Dr. Meyer receives a salary of 
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$5000 a year from the United States 
Public Health Service. Under the 
plan to reorganize the County 
Health Department, the Govern- 
ment advances funds to the county 
under provisions of the Social Se- 
curity Act. No action was taken 
today toward selecting an assistant 
health commissioner. 

Miss Agnes Bowe, from Van 
Buren County, Mich., new St. Louis 
County supervisor of public health 
nurses, was introduced to the 
court. She receives her salary from 
the Government.

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PROPOSAL OF “LIBERTY 
PLANK FOR DEMOCRATS 


Farley Sent 6.Suggestions by 
Civil Liberties Union—One 
on Labor Bargaining. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 22.—A plank 
in the Democratic party platform 
backing “specific proposals protect- 
ing and extending the liberties of 
the American people” rather than 
the “usual meaningless phrases 
pledging support to the principles 
of the Bill of Rights,” was urged 
on the Democratic National Com- 
mittee today by the American Civil 
Liberties Union. The union’s rec- 
ommendations were in a letter to 
James M. Farley. 

The letter asked support “for lib- 
erty of opinion, for personal rights 


as distinct from, though in no sense 


opposed to, property rights.” Six 
proposals were suggested: 
Condemnation of such measures 
as the Tydings-McCormack “mili- 
tary disaffection” bill and the 
Kramer sedition bill. Mere lan- 
guage should never be punished in 
the absence of overt acts of vio- 
lence or disorder as provided in 
the bills. 

Protection of collective bargain- 
ing by refusal to recognize company 
unions. 

Enactment of a Federal 
lynching bill. 

Passage of bills opening radio fa- 
cilities for discussion of all sides 
of public controversies. 

Substitution of jury hearings for 
the present censorship powers of 
the postoffice department over 
matter carried in the mails. 

Granting asylum in this country 
to bona-fide political refugees. 

“The present administration,” the 
letter said, “has not, we are glad 
to say, adopted any legislation fur- 
ther restricting the rights of the 
American people. Indeed, enact- 
ments of Congress under the leader- 
ship of the present administration 
have extended the rights of the 
people, notably in the labor rela- 
tions law. But much restrictive 
Federal legislation in violation of 
the spirit, if not the letter of the 
guarantees of the Bill of Rights, is 
on the statute books. Federal jur- 
isdiction should be extended to pro- 
tect the rights of citizens as against 
action, or failure to act, by the 
states.”

They found the two men in 
a barricaded cave where Christian 
martyrs once took refuge. Lower- 
ing dynamite at the end of a rope, 
they blew up the cave and captured 
the.Arabs. 

Weapons Seized. 

Police and soldiers, cleaning out 
a nest of Arabs at Mtebal, near 
Nablus, killed one of them, arrested 
four others and captured a cache 
of bombs and rifles. 

An officer was wounded slightly 
in the explosion of an old Turkish 
shell when a military trolley car 
was derailed near Gaza. Military 
patrols engaged in brushes in the 
neighborhood of <Abukebir and 
Beitvegan, both near Jerusalem, but 
no casualties were reported. 

Police dogs accompanied infan- 
trymen on the hunt through the 
hill and cave country for the Arabs 
who fled from Sunday’s scene of 
lighting. The skirmish followed an 
Arab attack on a troop caravan 
near Anabta. 

Fighting Lasts Half a Day. 

Fighting between the troops and 
Arabs began at 11 a. m. and lasted 
until dusk. Three battalions of 
troops and four plane s were used 
by the British to subdue the raid- 
Arab bullets nicked three of 
the planes as they swooped low over | 
the hills attempting to drop bombs | 
on the ambushing band.

A POLITICAL BLUNDER. 

The Ramspeck bill to place all postmasters of the 
first, second and third classes under civil service 
received the overwhelming majority of two votes 
out of every three last Friday in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, yet it failed to pass. Because this 
thoroughly meritorious measure was considered un- 
der a suspension of rules, a two-thirds majority was 
required. This made it possible for a small minority 
to prevent favorable action. 

Both parties share in the disgrace of the defeat 
of this bill, but much the greater proportion of 
this blame rests on the Republicans. The roll call 
shows that 152 Democrats and 46 Republicans voted 
for the bill and 54 Republicans and 58 Democrats 
voted against it. In other words, three out of every 
four Democrats voted for the bill, while more 
Republicans opposed it than favored it. 

Missourians who want the Postoffice Department 
taken out of politics will regret that five of the 13 
Representatives from this State voted against the 
bill. They are Messrs. Short, Romjue, Williams, 
Zimmerman and Shannon. -Six of Illinois’ 27 Rep- 
resentatives voted on the wrong side—Messrs. Allen, 
Arends, Church, Reed, Adair and Parsons. 

This action by the Republicans of the House 
flies in the face of the explicit plank of their party, 
adopted at Cleveland, in favor of the merit system, 
which the Republican platform says has been “vir- 
tually destroyed” by the Roosevelt administration. 
It also amounts to a defy of the pledge of their 
presidential nominee, Gov. Landon of Kansas, who 
in his spectacular telegram to the convention went 
beyond the plank to declare himself in favor of 


extending the civil service.

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THE WEEK AT PHILADELPHIA. 

The problem for the Democrats in Philadelphia 
this week is to keep the show going until Saturday 
night. As honorable men, they fee] they must give 
the city a run for her money. Philadelphia paid 
rather handsomely for the attraction, and, like any 
other town, she wants to wring all the profit out 
of it that can be wrung. 

But this is a convention with nothing to do but 
ratify. The candidates will be renominated, prob- 
ably by acclamation. The platform, they say, has 
already been written. The Credentials Committee 
will have no contesting claims to pass upon. The 
predicted abrogation of the historic two-thirds rule 
might in other circumstances start a controversial 
blaze, but since more than half the delegates are 
on the public payroll or hold party offices, it may 
be assumed that anything presented by the control- 
ling board of directors will be promptly approved. 

There was promise of a man’s size diversion on 
the oratorical winds of January when Al Smith 
indicated to his fellow Liberty Leaguers he “might 
take a walk.” The winter of Al’s discontent has not 
been made glorious summer by the son of New 
York, but Fulton street’s most famous alumnus has 
handed his certificate to his alternate. As a trou- 
blemaker, Al will not appear in person, but, along 
with four others of his way of thinking, he has told 
the delegates to ditch Roosevelt or wallow in the 
consequences. A ringing ultimatum, or an eleventh- 
hour dud. 

But how to keep the restive, homesick delegates 
imprisoned in Philadelphia until the dramatic 
climax of Saturday night, when Mr. Roosevelt and 
Mr. Garner will deliver their acceptance speeches, 
is a question to test the skill and authority of that 
pastmaster of ceremonies, Mr. Farley.

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THE ROCK ISLAND BOULEVARD COMPROMISE. - 

The compromise agreed on between city and 
county representatives and the Rock Island Rail- 
road fur conversion of part of the railroad’s right 
of way into a traffic relief highway, while not all 
that could be desired from the standpoint of public 
benefit, is gratifying in that the plan, if carried out, 
will provide relief where traffic congestion is most 
serious—between De Baliviere avenue and Forsythe 
boulevard, in University City. 

The original proposal called for conversion of the 
railroad property from De Baliviere to Elmwood 
avenue, north of Page avenue, a distance of six and 
one-half miles, but the railroad decided, because of 
its customers along the line from Forsythe west, 
that it could not sacrifice this four-mile stretch. 
Under the compromise, the Rock Island also will re- 
tain, for possible future rail development, a 15- 
foot strip along the right of way to be converted, 
leaving 45 feet for the roadway in St. Louis and 
85 feet in University City. This provision is un- 
fortunate, particularly as it affects the latter por- 
tion, as a 35-foot pavement is hardly wide enough 
for major highway purposes. A study of the pos- 
sibility of acquiring other property along the right 
of way, in order to make the street at least as 
wide as the portion in the city, would be well worth 
the while of University City authorities.

Agricultural policy laid down in Republican platform resembles that of New Deal 
in many details, and causes writer to ask whether it will cost less or more; plank 
includes retirement of submarginal land, benefits to farmers and hint of process- 
ing tax; Gov. Landon is called upon to explain its “vague and general language.”

the New Deal’s farm program? Will it cost 
less—or more? 

These are questions to which the Repub- 
lican nominee, Mr. Landon, is morally bound 
to give straightforward and detailed an- 
swers, if he is to convince the farmers that 
they will be better off under the Republican 
plan, and if he is to convince the country 
that his party’s program will prove more 
economical and more efficient than the 
Democratic program. 

The Republicans begin by asserting that 
their program will be based on “abundance 
instead of scartity,” but that is mere 
rhetoric. The Democrats say the same thing 
of their own plan. 

Moreover, the Republican program calls 
for retirement of submarginal land and, by 
implication, for the restriction of production 
on other land with a view to attaining such 
“a balance between soil-building and soil- 
depleting as will permanently insure pro- 
ductivity.” Though there is some dispute 
as to who originated these ideas, it is 
a fact that’they have already been put into 
practice by the Democratic administration. 
In addition, while soil conservation is im- 
portant and necessary, it cannot be denied 
that at present it looks toward control and 
restriction of farm output rather’ than 
toward expansion.

In the matter of costs and subsidies, too, 
the Republicans propose to follow the lead 
of the Democrats, for they likewise promise 
“reasonable benefits to co-operating farm- 
ers.” To be sure, the Democrats have talked 
most ambitiously of retiring “submarginal 
lands at the rate of about 5,000,000 acres a 
year for a period now estimated at 15 
years.” The cost was to run to something 
like 10 billion dollars a year. But actually, 
no more than 3,000,000 acres of submarginal 
land (if that many) have been turned to 
other uses, at a direct cost of less than 
$100,000,000. 

How much do the Republicans intend to 
spend on this part of their program? They 
could hardly spend less than the Democrats 
have done and fulfill the promises of their 
platform. 

This year, the Democrats have available 
about $602,500,000 for AAA administrative 
expenses and to pay out in subsidies to 
farmers who co-operate in their “soi] con- 
servation” plan, by means of which they 
hope, of course, to curtail output in the in- 
terest of higher prices. The present sub- 
sidies run a dollar or two an acre. 

The Republican objective, though only im- 
plied, is precisely the same. Nor would the 
Republicans be likely to offer “benefit pay- 
ments” below a dollar an acre. Hence, their 
expenditures would probably run to at least 
$600,000,000 a year. Indeed, since they sug- 
gest that they would include the dairy and 
livestock industries, which are excluded un- 
der the Democratic plan, and since those 
industries represent in value of product 
more than a quarter of the farm industry, 
the Republicans will have to add about $200,- 
000,000 if the dairymen and livestock pro- 
ducers are also to be eared for. 

In Point 10 of their farm plank, the Re 
publicans promise “to provide in the case 


i 


of agricultural products of which there are 
exportable surpluses the payment of rea- 
sonable benefits upon the domestically con- 
sumed portion of such crops in order to 
make the tariff effective.” This is the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen scheme. The “reasonable bene- 
fits” offered under it would presumably be 
in addition to such subsidies as would be 
paid in the name of “soil conservation.” 

The McNary-Haugen bill called for an 
“equalization fee,” which, in effect, was 
nothing more than the processing tax of the 
AAA. The receipts would have been used 
in compensating the farmer for the differ- 
ence between the price received for the 
exportable portion of his crop and what a 
Government board considered a “fair Amer- 
ican price.” This latter would in practice 
have been the world price plus the amount 
of the existing tariff. 


In the case of a normal wheat crop, it was 
estimated that approximately $84,000,000 
would have been collected from processors 
and others and distributed to the farmers by 
way of “compensation” under the McNary- 
Haugen plan. Supposing that collections on 
other commodities ran in about the same 
proportion, it would seem to follow that 
something more than $250,000,000 would have 
been levied and paid out as subsidies an- 
nually in keeping with the terms of this 
bill. Is this what the Republicans have in 
mind under Point 10 of their farm plank? 
If not, what do they mean in that section 
by the promised “payment of reasonable 
benefits’? 

Many similar questions are suggested by 
the Republican farm plank, all of them 
pointing toward increased spending and 
larger subsidies, There is even a hint that 
the Hoover Farm Board, whic wasted 
$500,000,000 in trying to promote co-opera- 
tive marketing, might be revived. 

These interpretations may be wrong. Yet 
the vague and general language of the Re- 
publican platform allows of no other. If 
they are wrong, it is up to Mr. Landon to 
point out wherein they err. 

If it is not the intention of the Republican 
party to repeat the mistakes of the Hoover 
and Roosevelt administrations, continue to 
pay out generous subsidies to the farmers 
and spend a lot more money in the process, 
then Mr. Landon must give the country a 
satisfactory explanation of what the Repub- 
lican farm plan really means. 


PETER MINUET’S BARGAIN.

HE Indians who*sold Manhattan Island 

in 1625, to Peter Minuet, Dutch Governor, 
are said to have been paid the equivalent of 
$24 for the island. Someone digging into 
the early history of this Dutch colony dis- 
covered the price paid actually was 60 guild- 
ers. There was no dollar at that time or for 
150 years later, so an actual comparison of 
value on a dollar basis is impossible. The 
guilder at present par is worth 68.06 cents in 
our money, so on the basis of present-day 
exchange, Manhattan Island sold for $40.84, 
instead of $24. Even so, it was a good bar- 
gain, although if that $40.84 had been invest- 
ed in something that would have paid 6 per 
cent, the total amount would now be almost 
$1,500,000,000 if compounded.

It may be idje for us now, as Mr. 
Roosevelt said recently at Little 
Rock, as idle “as it was for the flat- 
terers of King Canute, to ignore the 
facts of physics. or the econom.= 
and socia) consequences of applied 
science,” and it may be that “the 
oid approaches» of his party have 
faiied. But it cannot be idle to 
wish that Mr. Roosevelt’s current 
interpretations of the facts of 
physics should at least be reviewed 
and debated-in the party conven- 


tion. 
After all, he himself has only 


arned those facts since he in- 
orsed the ‘platform of 1932. It is 
not idle to wish that his recently 
adopted,conclusions about the eco- 
nomic and social consequences of 
applied science might be examined 
by the leaders of his party who 
may have had more time than he, 
since they have not had to deal 
with a great emergency, to reflect 
upon the political and human con- 
sequences of Mr. Roosevelt's new 
doctrines. 

But as mattters are shaping up 
ow, it would seem that no Demo- 
erats are to be in a position to 
speak out clearly and comprehen- 
sively on these fundamental changes 
in the party’s principles and pro- 
gram. The new doctrine, whatever 


may be the language employed to 
formulate it, is from all present 
signs to be adopted without seri- 
ous debate, in essence by default. 
This is the reason everyone ex- 
pects the convention to be so unan- 
imous; why everyone wonders how 
it will manage to find enough to 
do, how it will contrive to kill time 
from tomorrow to Saturday. It ap- 
pears that the convention is not g0- 
ing to debate th. historic decision 
which it is about to make. For the 
men who could debate it are si- 
lenced, ignored or ousted from the 
high councils of the party. The 
convention ought to hear their 
views. There are no present indi- 


| Cations that it will hear them. 


The program, as now known, does 
not seem to provide any opportunity 
for the expression of any. views 


which differ from those of the domi-’ 


nant leaders of the party. And if 
that program is followed, if no in- 
vitation to speak their minds is is- 
sued to any of the Democratic lead- 
ers who dissent, the convention 
will be unanimous only because it 
is unrepresentative. It will be har- 


monious only. because it has over-. 


ridden and suppressed the opposi- 
tion. It will act by acclamation 
only because it is unable to de- 
liberate. 

. * . 

It is true that the convention is 
to be permitted to consider the 
question of its own procedure when 
the administration puts forth its 
proposal to abrogate the existing 
rule that a majority of two-thirds 
is required. This rule is obviously 
debatable. Its vice is that a minor- 
ity can obstruct the will of the ma- 
jority. Its virtue is that it prevents 
a majority from riding roughshod 
over an important minority. 

With the situation as it is today 
in the Democratic party, it is plain 
that the abrogation of this rule 
would mean the consolidating of 
the power of the dominant faction. 
They have a majority, and if they 
achieve the unrestricted right of 
majority rule, the dissenters, who 
still have to be conciliated some- 
what, will be even more helpless 
than they already are. One would 
suppose, therefore, that the opposi- 
tion will at least make a stand here, 
preserving for the future, even if 
it cannot exercise it today, the right 
of the minority to compel the party 
to consider its. views. 

For whatever the defects of the 
two-thirds rule, its value is most 
clear at a time like this, when those 
who are in control of the party 
machinery are in the mood to ig- 
nore those who would wish to dis- 
sent.

FOR MURDER IN HOLDUP. 


Byron E. King, Ex-Convict Takes 
Appeal Which He Has a Year 
to Perfect. 
Byron E. King, convicted June 


10 of the murder of George Speer, 
a taxicab driver, was formally sen- 


tenced to death by hanging today 
by Circuit Judge James M. Doug- 
las.

IS parents christened him Alfred 
Mossman Landon, but he has 
been known by an assortment 
of nicknames. In college he was 
often called “Fox” or “Foxy,” be- 
cause he was keen in debate and 
successful in campus politics, He 
never liked the name. 

In politics he has been called a 
good many names, but it is safe 
to say that nobody ever called him 
a crook. That isn't the kind of 
name that comes his way. But he 
has been called “Old Shoe,” and all 
Kansas laughed at the way his face 
reddened under that name ‘for a few 
months. 

When he was campaigning for re- 
election as Governor two years ago

In Treatment 


Of Diabetics 


Helps Control Amount of 
Sugar in Blood—Disad- 
vantages Overcome.

EARLY 15 years ago now the 
world was startled with the an- 
nouncement that a substance 
had been discovered which, when 
used in the body of a patient with 
diabetes, would 
increase the utili- 
zation of sugar. 

The primary | 
thing that is f= 
wrong with the 
diabetic body. 
which makes it 
different from a 
normal body, is 
that it is unable 
to utilize carbo- 
hydrates except 
in limited 
amoynts, This de- 
ficiency is known 
to be due toa 
lack of the inter- 
nal secretion 
of the pancreas. The substance 
which is secreted by the pancreas 
is known as “insulin,” and its prop- 
erty is to allow the body to utilize 
carbohydrates. Therefore when car- 
bohydrate, or sugar, increases in 
the blood in the diabetic body, the 
use of insulin will reduce it. 

The impression, as happens with 
sO many medical discoveries, that 
in insulin we had a “cure” for dia- 
betes, was never the idea of the dis- 
coverers of insulin .nor of the med- 
ical profession in general., Insulin 
was simply another method of con- 
trol, which had to be used with the 
diet formerly established, and in 
no sense could it be supposed that 
afte: treating with insulin for a 
short time, the diabetes would dis- 
appear. Diabetes is a chronic dis- 
ease which can be controlled, but 
which nevertheless lasts for life 
and has to be controlled for life. 
- *. * 

T een of enormous value, espe- 

cially in the treatment of dia- 
betes in young people and children. 
It has, however, one or two serious 
disadvantages. One is that it must 
be given hypodermically, a method 
which becomes very burdensome 
to the patient in the course of 
time, and the other that its action 
is extremely rapid. 

Recent researches have been di- 
rected to overcome both of these 
disadvantages. There have been

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Back in December, 1933, before 
there was even a hint of Landon 
being boomed for President, he 
said: 

“We went into the New Deal of 
the present national administra- 
tion expecting the revolutionary 
changes in the functions of govern- 
ment to be temporary. But, from 
the expressions of some of the 
leaders of the administration we 
must conclude that a few, at least, 
intend that the changes shall be 
permanent. Therefore, it follows, 
if that is to be the case, that the 
institution of government will not 
be as we knew it in the United 
States prior to March 4, 1933. 

“That to my mind, is the great 
battle ahead of us, the preliminary 
skirmishes of which are now being 
fought, and which will equal in 
drama and importance any period 
in our history. Has there ever been 
a more colossal issue than the regi- 
mentation of the business of the 
industrial system like ours? 

“Let me urge the importance of 
dealing with issues in the cam- 
paigns to come on a fair basis with- 
out rancor and personalities. Too 


many of our campaigns in recent/ 


years have been fought out on per- 
sonalities instead of issues.” 

That statement was made by Alf 
Landon when he was just round- 
ing out his first year as Governor 
of Kansas. The New Deal at that 
time was in full swing, sweeping 
at high tide. 

Now, two and a half years later. 
Alf M. Landon is the leader of that 
“great battle” he forecast. 

To revert to a figure out of his 
own past, the “Landon rig” has 
been set up on the biggest lease he 
ever tackled. The most important 
well he ever started has been

T ALL comes to life then and 
you remember how, early in 
the morning, the farmer fam- 

ily from down in the Ozarks 
walked into the snake house. They 
were the first there and they al- 
ready looked as if they'd been on 
an all-day picnic. You know, they 
got up especially early so the cows 
could be milked and the chickens 
fed in time to start the long drive 
to the city at dawn. And now they 
are all here, looking awkward in 
their Sunday clothes, the grand- 
father with his squinting eyes and 
back of his neck sunburned 
and lined, and the baby in his blue 
cotton rompers. And ' what in- 
terests the farmers most, in this 
vast, clean house with its snakes 
from all parts of the world are the 
bullfrogs from right here in Mis- 
souri.

He became private secretary to the President-elect in 1860, 
Assistant Secretary of State under Hayes in 1878, Secretary of State under McKinley and Roosevelt 1898-1904, and 
was offered a secretaryship by Garfield which he refused. Three of these Presidents so closely associated with Hay 
were assassinated, while a fourth, Roosevelt, was fired on by a manjge.
